Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-26 and 28-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Amendments and arguments filed on 4/25/08 are persuasive in distinguishing the claimed 
invention from the prior art. Specifically, arguments are persuasive in identifying that Adachi 
and Abileah fail to disclose or suggest the LCD device having a first diffusion plate and a first 
optical sheet attached to the LCD panel and at least two heat protection plates and first, second, 
and third open areas as proposed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
